There is no change so far in the 
C.N.R. conductors’ and carmens’ 
strike. Superintendent Brown, speak-

organization in Winnipeg. 

Mr. Brown said that he knew no- 
thing about the rumor that men were 
being brought over from Strathcona 
to fill the vacant places here, and also 
denied the report that there was go- 
ing to be a meeting of the C. NVR. 
officials here, this morning. The 
trains, he said, were running up to 
time and everything was | “getting 
along all right.” When it was sug- 
gested to him that if the company 
were “getting along all right; the 
men who were out on strike were su- 
perflous, he said that he would go 
go so far as to say that; but “we're 
getting along all right.” So far as 
the strike is concerned ali that can 
be done is to wait and follow the lead 
of the prime movers in Winnipeg. 

The strikers have arranged a shift 
of pickets which patrol just outside 
the companys property. On the south 
side the beats extend from Eighth to 
ourteenth streets and on the north 
side from Seventh to Fourteenth. 
Some difijculty is experienced in the 
inspection of trains on arrival and 
departure as the strikers include the 
car inspectors and the cur cleaners. 


The car repairers now work ten 
hours a day recveiving 25% cents per 


hour and extra for overtime. The car 
inspectors work eleven hours and re- 
ceive 27 cents per hour. The com- 
pany’s proposal is to increase the pay 
of the car repairers by 2 cents and

BRITISH POSTAL | 
ORDERS PAY HERE 


Arrangements Have Been Made 
| Between British and Cana- 
dian Authorities 


Arrangements have been made be- 
{tween the British and Canadian postal 
authorities whereby British postal or- 
ders are now payable in Canada. They 
are not payable at substations or 
branches, but only in the main offices 
in twenty-one leading cities: Edmon- 
ton, Calgary and Regina being among 
the number — No extra commission is 
charged, notwithstanding the regula- 
tions to the contrary printed on the 
orders, Should the sender affix pos- 
tage stamps on the order they have to 
be detached beore it can 
cepted, 

The usual regulations as to the du- 
ration of time are in force—six 
months from the last day of the 
month of issue; and orders cut or mu- 
tilated, altered, erased or corrected, 
must be sent back to the remitter for 
payment at his end. 

Irregularly drawn or incorrectly re- 
ceipted orders may be — accepted 
through banks, provided that they 
bear the date stamp.

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Chicago, June 26.—Pastor ‘Russell 
of the Brooklyn Tabernacle preached 
here twico to-day in Orchestra Hall. 
As usual he had a large and atten- 
itive audience. We quote one of his 
discourses in part as ‘follows: 

All men who have any knowledge 
of Jesus esteem him—Christians, Gen- 
tiles and Jews. All men whatever 
their religious convictions are ready 
to admit the surpassing personality 
of the great Nazarene and his won- 
deriul words of life. It is as respects 
his Messiahship that they differ. 
However, we submit that if he were 
mot the special servant of Jehovah, 
the Son of God, as he claimed, sent 
into the world dn a special mission, 
then he must of necessity have been 
either a deceived man or a wicked 
impostor. His wonderful personality 


and words of justice and wisdom and 
Jove contradict the thought that he 
was 


cither ignorant or a deceiver. 
: the only tenable ground is that 
vs a deceived man or else that 
was indeed the Son of God who 


he 
acted and spoke and performed mir- 
acles under Divine direction and pow- 


er. We hold that the evidences of 
his teaching overwhelmingly corro- 
borate the truth of his claims. But 
here we make a distinction between 
the claims which our Lord Jesus 
made for himself and other claims 
which have been made for him with- 
out his sanction and without apostolic 
or other inspired corroboration, 

Let it not be supposed that we are 
forgetting the length and breadth~of 
‘Jesus’ lovo for all humanity and a 
pecial love for all of his disciples, 
tyea, for all who loved righteousness 
‘and sought, as he did, to do the 
Father’s will. In keeping with this 
was his prayer for his disciples on 
the night before his crucifixion, in 
‘connection with which we_ read, 
“Jesus having loved his own, loved 
them unto the end’’ (John xiii, 1). 
‘And again his statement ‘‘Greater love 
‘hath no man than this, that a man 
‘lay down his life for his friends’ 
(John xv, 13). And again his state- 
‘ment, ‘‘Who is my mother, and who 
;are my brethren? And he stretched 
forth his hand to his disciples, and 
said, Behold my mother, and my 
‘brethren! For whosoever shall do 
the will of my Father which is in 
Heaven, the same is my brother, and 
sister, and mother’? (Matthew xiii, 
48-50). These expressions give us a 
| glimpse of the length and breadth of 
the love of Jesus. But for the present 
occasion let us consider those persons 
whom Jesus is said to have specially 
loved. 

The rich young nobleman who came 
to the Lord said, Rabbi, what good 
thing shall I do that I may inherit 
the Kingdom of God? Jesus saith 
unto him, Thou knowest the com- 
mandments and he said unto 
him, Master, all these have I ob- 
served from my youth. Then Jesus 
beholding him, loved him. Jesus lov- 
ingly admired the young man who 
was thus desirous of being in full ac- 
cord with the Heavenly Father’s will. 
That young man had very much of 
the Master’s own spirit. He wanted 
to do right and he desired to have 
the gift of God, eternal life. He 
thought that he must have merited 
this by his faithful attention to the 
Law. Yet he knew that he had not 
attained to eternal life, that the death 
sentence was. still upon him. He 
sought counsel of the greatest Rabbi, 
the greatest Teacher. That Teacher 
joved so carnest.a spirit and_proffer- 

.fed him advice on what he still lacked 
of coming fully up to God’s require- 
ments of those who will be granted 
va place in the Messianic Kingdom, 
which in ‘‘due time” is to bless Israel 
and, through Israel, all the families 
of the earth. 

| In no uncertain terms the Master 
‘gave the young man to see that while 
E had been keeping, probably to the 


est of his ability, the command- 
ments of the decalogue, he had only 
‘imperfectly discerned the meaning of 
the Divine requirement of love for his 
neighbor as for himself. The young 
man was yery rich. And to fulfil the 
requirements of the Law io love his 
neighbor as himself would have meant 


sarily the distribution of it all, but

‘ Go RS Ms, 
are gradually getting free from tne 
bondage of error fastened upon us by 
those who mistranslated certain words 
in our Bible. 
We get the proper view when we 
remember that Jesus’ message at 


‘that time was “The. Gospel of the 


Kingdom.” He was merely inviting 
whoever might have the ear to hear 
and the heart to appreciate the privi- 
lege to become associated with him- 
self in the glorious Kingdom for 
which he told his disciples to pray, 
“Thy Kingdom come; thy will be 
done on earth as it is done in heav- 
en.” 
was the special privilege of becoming 
a joint-heir with Christ in that King- 
dom which, in due time, will be estab- 
lished and whose mission will be the 
blessing of Israel and the world, It 
will bring to them “‘times of restitu- 
tion of all things which God hath 
spoken by the mouth of all the holy 
prophets since the world began” 
(Acts iii, 19-21). 

Our text stands related to a very 
wonderful chapter in our Lord’s min- 
istry. Jesus with his disciples was 
about threa days’ journey from Beth- 
any, the home of Lazarus, Martha 
and Mary. But they knew _ his 
whereabouts, for he was a_ special 
friend and their home was his home 
whenever he was near Jerusalem. 
Lazarus took seriously ill. But the 
two sisters, Martha and Mary, feared 
nothing, since they had such great 
confidence in Jesus, even to belief iu 
his ability to awaken sleepers from 
death. They thought it proper to 
send the Master word respecting 
Lazarus, but not proper to dic- 
tate to him what should be done 
in the case. Rather they Ieft to him- 
self to decide whether he should 
speak the word and rebuke the dis- 
ease or whether he should come to 
Bethany and take the sick by the 
hand and say, Arise} The simple mes- 
sage they sent was, ‘‘Lord, he whom 
thou lovest is sick.”” The beautiful, 
childlike, simple faith which they ex- 
hibited must have been very precious 
in the Master’s sight. Nevertheless 
Jesus said nothing, and did nothing 
in the matter for three days. Then 
he said to his discinles, ‘Our friend 
Lazarus sleepeth.”” They did not 
grasp his meaning until he said to 
them plainly, Lazarus is dead; and I 
am glad for your sakes that I was 
not there. I am‘ glad because it will 
give me an opportunity to demon- 
strate to you and through you to all 
who shall be my disciples in the fu- 
ture the great power of God that is 
vested in me.in respect to the resur- 
rection of the dead. 

All Bible students surely have no- 
ticed how frequently in the Scripturas 
the word “‘sleep’”’ is used as a poetical 
synonym for death. ‘‘Abraham slept 
with his fathers.’ ‘‘David slept with 
his fathers.”. Prophets, priests and 
kings are said to have slept with their 
fathers, whether good or bad. Like- 
wise the New Testament uses the 
same figure of speech. We read that 
St. Stephen the martyr, stoned to 
death, ‘‘fell asleep.’’ St. Paul speaks 
of the Church falling asleep in 
death and refers to all of our friends, 
pyood and bad, who go down_ into 
death, as being ‘‘asleen in Jesus.’ He 
tells us that we need not sorrow for 
them as others who know not the re- 
surrection hope. All who fall asleep 
in death. because of Adam’s trans- 
gression and its death sentence have 
in Jesus a Divinely appointed Re- 
deemer who in God’s due time is to 
awaken all the sleeping hosts of 
Adam’s race. ‘All that are in their 
graves shall Near the voice of the Son 
of man and come forth.’”’ They that 
have done good (who have secured 
Divine approval as werthy of eternal 
life) shall come forth unto the resur- 
rection of life (full perfection); and 
they that have done evil (that have 
not secured the Divine approval as 
being worthy of eternal life) shall 
come forth in the resurrection for 
judgment (John v, 28, 29) or trial, for 
discipline, for correction in righteous- 
ness during Messiah’s reign of 1,000 
years. 

Coming forth in that judgment time 
or tria) time, all the willing and obed- 
ient will eventually be lifted out of 
sin and death, while those disobed- 
ient to the light and opportunity will 
be again consigiued to death—Second 
Death, everlasting extinction (John v, 


What the rich young man lost, 


the angels! -He is singing and Very 
happy! Surely you would not bring 
him back to earth again! Were these 
the words of Jesus? No. He merely 
said, “Thy brother shall rise again.” 
He thus implied that her brother was 
not «live but really dead. How could 
he rise again if he had not ceased to 
live? Martha’s reply indicates that 
she understood what were the teach- 
ings of Jesus and of the prophets. She 
said, “I know that he will rise again 
in the resurrection at the last day.” 
But Jesus wished to draw her atten- 
tion to the present and to have her 
ask him’even at this time to call Laza- 
rus back from the sleep of death. So 
he said, ‘I am the resurrection and 
the life.’ You, Martha, recognize me 
as the Messiah, the Son of God. You 
believe that eventually when the re- 
surrection does take place, God’s re- 
surrection power wiil be exercised 
through me. And new I am here with 
you. Why do you not ask me to exer- 
cise some of this power in advance? 
Where have you laid him? 

Martha finally caught the thought, 
but replied, No, no, Lord, it is too 
late-now. By this time he stinketh, 
for he has been desg four days. If 
you had- come when { sent you word, 
or even had gotten here Ae a day 
or so, there wouldshavé been some 
hope, but now it has gone too far for 
that; for decomposition has set in. No 
miracle could possibly- reorganize 
broken-down tissues. But Jesus in- 
sisted that they should show him the 
place. When he came to the tomb, 
what did the Master do? Did he com- 
mand J.azarus to lay aside his erown 
itd harp in heaven and bid the an- 
gels good-bye and come back to eprth 
life? No! Did he call for him to come 
up from Purgatory, the location of 
which nobody knows? No! What did 
he say? Addressing the tomb, he said, 
“Lazarus, come forth!’ And what oc- 
curred? The dead one came forth. He 
was not alive at all. He was dead! 

We read again, ‘Now Jesus loved 
Martha and her sister, and Lazarus.” 
Some have thought that they discern- 
ed Lazarus amongst later disciples of 
Christ—possibly Barnabas. But any- 
way he was one whom Jesus loved, 
even though he was not one of the 
apostles who followed with the Lord. 
And Martha has come down to us as 
a synonym of bustling, energetic hos- 
pitality, ‘busied about many things.” 
Yet surely she was loving and loyal 
to the Master. Jesus loved Martha 
and we may be sure therefore that he 
loves all of similar character. But he 
loved Mary also. And we do not for- 
get that when she gave up some of 
her housework that she right sit at 
the feet of Jesus and learn of him the 
Master declared that she had “chosen 
the better part.’’ This was the same 
Mary who anointed the Master with 
the precious spikenard ointment fge 
days before his burial. Martha and 
Mary both loved and were loved of the 
Lord, yet, evidently, Mary’s love and 
the form it took was specially approv- 
ed of the Master. 

Finally we come to John the loving 
disciple of whom it is said that he was 
“that disciple. whom Jesus loved.” 
What a glorious testimony was John’s! 
We remember that he and his brother 
loved the Lord so dearly that they de- 
sired that in his Kingdom in the fu- 
ture they might be next to him, one 
on his right hand, the other om his 
left hand. We remember that the 
Master answered that only by drink- 
ing of his cup cf shame and ignominy, 
and by being baptized into his sacri- 
ficial death could they hope to sit in 
his throne at all. And we recall how 
loyally they agreed to these terms. 

In proportion as we are desirous of 
having the Master’s approval and 
smile, let us each seek to cultivate his 
character-likeness. The Apostle tells 
us that such copies of God’s dear Son 
are to be honored with a share with 
him in his Kingdom glory on the 
heavenly plane. To such will come 
the honor and privilege of blessing 
and uplifting mankind in generai—to 
an earthly salvation in Paradise re- 
stored—by and by. As we note the 
special features of character which 
called forth the Master’s love we will 
more and more be able to copy them 
in reaching our goal.
